In
my dealings with highly educated and intel-
ligent natives I have met but very few who
bave expressed dissatis‘action at English
rule in India. They rightly attribute the
advanced prosperity of the country and the
enlightened and intelligest condition of the
better cless of natives to the opportunities
afforded by o beneficent government for the
stisinment of these advantapes. The Gov-
eroment hax not only instituted and encour-
wied the ditferent schools and institutions of
learning ainong the natives, but rewards, peap-
miarily. those who attain to a certain high pro-
ficiency botl in Enoglish and Uriental branches
of scholarslip.

India is peopled by the follawers of two great
religions—H indaism and Mobamwedanism. -Of
course, ihere are wany winor beltefs, buz the
abuve are the prevailing creeds. The jealousy
betwoeen their respoctive votarnies is invense aond
vuiversal, and the hatred toward each other is
as ferce as ¢ver existed beiween Chrisiian and
Moslam (2 the Middie Ages, Now, should the
British give up their power in India, the ruling
power would devolve upen eitber Hindo or
Mussulman. Whick woeuld it be? Ask any
educated Hindu whether he would iike his
country ruled by & Mussulman. | bave heard
the question ssked io India a hundred times,
The auswer invariably is; No, not by any
weans. Beverse the situation, and ask 2 Mus-
stlmun whether he would ke Hindu role. Not
under moy circumsiances. | have heard scores
of edocated and intelligent uatives of both
eseeds 3y L1hat pot only have they no complaint
to make of Eugliab rule, but that a withdrawal
of it would plutge the Empire into an iuterm-
inable and bloody religious war.,

The real cause of the trouble is the incessant
intrigues consequent upon uncontrolled ambi-
tion on the part of the seiops of the wany royal
houses, who aspire to the possession of the
coown of the many petty sovereignties which
exist, especislly in the *hill country,” as the
partof India bordering on the Himalavas is
called. These divistous of the empire have
always besu noted for political intrigues, bav-
ing uever bpen entirely subjugated, althongh
ther are under tribute to the reigning Govern-
ment. Lst one of these rajals butleave his
sapital, even for & jonroney or a henting exped:-
tion, and seme designing and aspiring Prince
tampers with the Rajab's army and gains the
suppurt of some of the nobles, and a revolution
ousues. The Rajal's weak defenders are over-
powered, and the strong arm of the Sritish is
inveked to suslain ano replave bim in power.

There ls no such ides in the vnative mind as a
general uprising against Great Britaln, as was
the cuse of bier colouists in this oouptry in 1576,
Even during ihe mutiuy in "57-58 only + small
part of the country was involved in the upris-
ing.
